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History  of  the  Senior  Class 

Dear  Seniors  of  1935: 

As  this  is  practically  the  last  time  you  will  lie  called  seniors  in  reference  to 
your  high  school  days,  now  is  the  time  to  discover  if  being  a  senior  has  in  any  way 
increased  your  possibilities  of  a  better  life  in  the  future.  To  do  this  let's  travel 
back  into  the  grades  and  pick  up  some  of  the  important  events  of  the  grades,  which 
may  have  become  slightly  hazy  in  the  onrush  of  years.

'1  he  first  dav  in  high  school  brought  us  face-to-face  with  a  multitude  of  new- 
comers from  the  country.  Some  of  the  friends  of  our  grade  school  days  dropped 
out  or  moved  away  to  lie  replaced  by  these  pupils  from  the  country.  Getting  lost 
the  first  day  in  high  school  always  seems  an  awful  threat  to  Freshmen,  hut  this 
seldom  happens  and  teachers  are  always  considerate.  The  new  six-weeks  test 
system  was  installed  then — luckily  for  us.  Blue  slips  were  the  rlys  in  our  soup  for 
a  lime — it  was  so  hard  to  think  up  the  right  excuses.  Gang-night  gave  the  girls 
and  boys  a  chance  to  have  some  of  their  excess  energy  worked  off.  Ahs.  Parker  s 
lirst  workout  in  gym  helped  the  g.rls  along.
